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THE FOUR GREAT TASKS OF THE CHURCH 


In response to an_ instruction oi 
General Council I am sending a mes- 
sage to the Church. 

In briefest outline four thing. 
stitute our immediate tasks. 

First, the Church with greater earn- 
estness than ever must issue its cali 
to distraught souls. We should speak 
once more with authority, nct with the 
authority that is official and based up- 
on anything that is external, but an 
authority which is inward and spirit- 

1. We should preach for a decision, 
we should not hesitate to ask men and 
women, young and old, to nelist in the 
service of Christ in whose service 
alone they will find perfect liberty, 
security and peace. 

Second, while resisting with all our 
bower as conscience directs the evil 
thing that has lifted !ts head in EKur- 
Ope and which threatens to destroy 
the foundations of modern eivilization 
we must at the same time condemn 
all hate and bitterness and seek to cul- 
tivate a spirit of love and good will 
among all men. 

Third, we myst begin now to pre. 
pare for a new and better world when 
this holocaust is over. It is inccnceiy- 
&ble that we should be content to go 
on with the same degree of inequality 
as exists ia he present order of things. 
We of the Chureb should not wait for 
others. We ourselves should point the 
way toward the new order in which 
righteousness shall prevail. 

Fourth, we must begin now to cre- 
ate an atmosphere favourable to 
peace with justice to all concerned, 
@ permanent peace based upon _ the 
law of Christ, the strong bearing the 
burdens of the weak. We must endea- 
vour to create a sentiment in which 
strong nations, including our own, will 
be prepared to surrender, if necessary, 
some elements of sovereignty and cer- 
tain economics privileges in order to 
create not only a federated Europe 
but a federated worid in which there 
will be a freer access to raw mater- 
ials and the markets of the world and 
thug help to destroy the seeds of fut- 
ure wars. 

The Inner Fetlowsnip— 

In the name of our Lord and Master 
whose we are and whom we serve, let 
us now, with true repentance and hu- 
mility, turn our thought inwardly. 
This is not to suggest an escape from 
the world’s sorrows and struggles; not 
a refusal to grapple with difficult pro- 
blems; not a safe and secure retreat 
while the world outside goes groping 
on in uncertainity and confusion to- 
ward what seems to be chaos and 
darkaoess; not that, but a primary and 
essential preparation for going forth 
with a sense of victory to do valiantly 
in the name of Christ. 

Causes of War in Hearts of Men— 

We say a primary and essential pre- 
paration because of the necessary re- 
lation between the inner and the outer 
life of man. If some clever physician 
could strike his finger on the spot and 
diagnose the sickness of our time he 
would, like Christ, find that the open 
sere of the world so apparent to all is 
due to some hidden malady of mind 
and heart. Wars and tightings without 
have their root cause in wars and 
fightings within. Of course there are 
other causes of an economic, racial 
and national nature, but the deeper 
causes are in the hearts of men, The 
conflicts and cleavages in the, world 
outside reflect the presence of distur- 
bances and disunion in the depths of 
the inner life of mankind. When life 
goes to pieces inside, life goes to 
pieces outside, and the deeper, darker 
tragedies are those enacted within 
buman breast. 
inner Strength Overcomes Fear— 

Amid the stress and change of 
things in the world outside we need 
to turn aside in penitence and prayer; 
we need to breathe another air; to 
seek a higher, clearer altitude; to live 
for awhile ip an “ampler ether’; we 
should find time to acquaint ourselves 
with God and be at peace. We must re- 
cover the lost art of meditation, we 
need to still the tumultuous voices 
without and hear what God the Lord 
will speak. This inner fellowship with 
Christ will fortify our spirits; it will 


con 


dissipate fear and give us courage to 
meet whatever comes, 
Romance Of A Goal— 

It is claimed that one of the causes 
of the unbounded enthusiasm and sac- 
rificial spirit of the young commun- 
ists of adecade ago was a conviction 
that there was a power, or in their 
Own terminology, “a process of hist- 
ory,” some great drift or movement :f 
the universe, something like Berg 
son’s Elan Vital, moving to «a goal. 
Lenin was the incarnation of this pow- 
er, the channel through which it re- 
ceived its fullest expression in hist- 
ory. Every young communist who de- 
voted himself to the ideal might also 
become a channel for giving expres- 
sion to this unseen power to the world 
and thus augment the procecss of hist- 
ory toward its desired goa). It is a tre- 
mendous bait to young people who, 
under a purely mechanical view of the 
universe, felt themselves helpless 
playthings caught in a soulless mach- 
ine, now to feel that their lives are 
meaningful and significant in co-oper- 
ation with others in a world m wement 
River of Life— 

But that conception is not to be 
compared with what the Christian 
faith bas to offer, Christ had all that 
but infinitely more, For Him there was 
indeed a process of history but it was 
no blind, impersonal power. It was 
the very life and love and power oi 
God issuing from Himself in an un- 
broken stream, a stream that goes out 
into all the world and, like the river 
hat Ezekiel saw in a vision, “every- 
thing liveth whither the river cometh” 
Life Overfiowing— 

A quickening that comes from this 
depth of inwardness, not only has 
spiritual and ethical effects, it reacts 
favourably on the mind and body as 
well, We have all been astonished and 
bewildered at that great modern, prac- 
tical, rational, mystic Kagawa; half 
blind, with one lung eaten away and 
the other half gone, a man who, by a!! 
the tests of ordinary medical science, 
should be in his grave, yet, with a 
light in his eye, a ring of victory in his 
voice and an indomitable will, giving 
himself to superhuman efforts year 
after year. He gives the secret of it 
all in one of his books. To paraphrase 
his words; when I will, it is not I 
that will, but Universal Will, causing 
me to will. When J love, it is not | 
that love but Universal Love causing 
me to love. Here, then, is our call to 
the Church, If in our private devotions 
and public wrship we can sound these 
depths and draw from these hidden 
springs then our Church will go for- 
ward triumphantly, Things may crum- 
ble in ihe world outside, but in the in- 
ner kingdom of the mind and _ heart 
there will be peace unspeakable, a 
poise unshakeable and a power irre- 
sistible.

The discolouration on the germ end 
of wheat grains, commonly called | 
“black point” or “black tip,” is un- | 
usually common in this year’s crop. | 
The term “kernel smudge” has been 
adopted by plant pathologists for this | 
disease to avoid confusion with a less | 
conspicuous and less common disease | 
which they call black point. Kernel | 
smudge is a fungous disease, and may | 
be caused by at least two different | 
fungi. One of them (Helminthospor- | 
ium sativum) is a dangerous para- 
site, being a very common cause of 
seedling blight and root-rot of 
wheat. Incidentally, it is capable of 
attacking roots, leaves and grains 
of barley. 

The fungi which cause kernel 
smudge are probably present in all 
wheat fields in western Canada, and 
the air contains an abundance of 
spores, especially in late summer 
and in the fall. Outbreaks of the 
disease such as that which occurred 
this year must, therefore, be due 
largely to favourable weather condi- 
tions. It appears that the new rust 
résistant varieties are more suscept- 
ible than were the old standard 
varieties such as Marquis. 

There is, at present, no way of 
controlling or preventing kernel 
smudge. Diseased seed may produce 
& crop free from kernel smudge, and 
the crop produced from disease-free 
seed may contain many discoloured 
kernels, Since, however, one of the 
fungi involved may cause seedling 
blight, if “smudged” grain is used | 
for seed it should be treated with an | 
organic mercury dust.

Couldn't the 
children in the shelter be moved into

ing reported bombs had fallen in her 


area, but when she arrived at work 
she was radiant and unafraid. The 
children had been moved, and two 


hours after a direct hit had destroyed 
part of the building above the shelter, 
In their safe room the children had 
slept peacefully; in the shelter she had 
been able to calm an hysterical girl, 
and within ten minutes the whole
